A belated dispatch from Ladysmith, de- 
scribing Monday’s fight says: 


“A couple of squadrons of the Hussars | 


had a narrow escape from disaster early 
in the day. They found themselves sud- 
denly confronted, within easy range by an 
overwhelming force of Boers, who seem- 
ed to spring from the bowels of the earth. 
The Hussars were splendi®ty handled and 
were extricated with only one man wound.

The queen is credited with expressing 
sincere pity for General Sir George Stew- 
art White and the officials are in no wise 
inclined to judge him harshly. So far 
as the public is concerned, however, while 
gratification is felt at the manner which in 
the isolated’ battalions surrendered, there 
is still severe criticism for General White 
and Lieutenant Colonel Carleton for al- 
lowing the column to get out of touch, 
for the absence of proper scouting and 
for not returning when the ammunition 
was lost. 

In favor of Lieutenant Carleton, the 
explanation is hazarded that he believed 
it was imperative to the success of Gen- 
eral White’s operations that he should 
hold the position at Nicholsons Nek. 


GEN. WHITE SENDS REPORT. 


Tells How the English Troops Were 
Whipped and Captured. 
London, Novemver 1.—The British war 
office today made public a dispatch re- 
ceived from General White, describing 
the operation of Monday. It was as fol- 

lows: 

Ladysmith, October 31.—7:50 p. m.—I 
took out from Ladysmith a brigade of 
mounted troops, two brigade divisions 
of the royal artillery, the Natal field 
battery and two brigades of infantry 
to reconnoiter in force the enemy's 
main position to the north and, if the 
opportunity should offer, to capture 
the hill behind Farquhar’s’§ farm, 
which had, on the previous day, been 
held in strength by the enemy. In 
connection ‘with this advance a col- 
umn consisting of the senth moun- 
tain artillery, four and a half com- 
panies of the Gloucesters and six com- 
Panies of the Royal Irish Fusiliers, 
the whole under Lieutenant Colonel 
Chariton and Major Adye, deputy as- 


sistant adjutant general, was dis- 
Patched at 11 p. m. on the 29th to 


March by night up Bells Spruit and 
Seize Nicholson's Nek or some posi- 
tion near Nicholson’s Nek, thus turn- 
ing the enemy’s right flank. The main 
advance was successfully carried out, 
the objective cf the attack being 
found evacuated and an artillery duel 
between our field batteries and the 
enemy’s guns understood to have 
Caused heavy l:ss to the enemy. The 
reconnoissance forced the enemy to 
fully disclose his position and, after 
& strong counter-attack on our right, 
the infantry brigade and cavalry 
having been repulsed, the troops were 
Slowly withdrawn to camp, pickets 
being left on observation. Late in the 
engagement the naval contingent, 
under Captain Lambton, of H. M. S. 
Powerful, came into action and si- 
lenced, with their extremely accurate 
fire, the enemy's guns of position. 
The circumstances which attended 
the movements of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Carlton’s column are not yet fully 
known, but from reports received the 
column appears to have carried out 
the night march unmolested until 
Within two miles of Nicholson’s Nek. 
At this point two bowlders rolled 
Gown the hil! and a few rifle shots 
Stampeded the infantry ammunition 
mules. The stampede spread to the 
battery mules, which broke loose 
from their leaders and got away with 
Practically the whole of the gun equip- 
ment and the greater portion of the 
regimental smali arm ammunition.

a hill on the left of the road, two 
miles from the Nek, with but little 
opposition. There they remained unmo 
lested till dawn, the time being occu- 
pied in organizing the defense of the 
hill and constructing stone sangars 
and walls as cover from fire. At 
dawn a skirmishing attack on. our po- 
sition was commenced by the enemy, 
but made no headway until 9:30 a. m., 
when strong re-enforcements enabled 
them to rush to the attack with great 
energy. Their fire became very search- 
ing and two companies of the Glouces- 
ters, in an advance position, were 
ordered to fall back. The enemy then 
pressed to short range, the losses on 
our side becoming very numerous. 

At 3 p. m. our ammunition was 
practically exhausted, the_ position 
was captured and the survivors of the 
column fell into the enemy’s hands. 
The enemy treated our wounded with 
humanity, General Joubert at once 

ispatching a letter to me, offering 
a safe conduct to doctors, and ambu- 
lances to remove the wounded. A 
medical officer and parties to render 
first aid to the wounded were dis- 
patched to the scene of action from 
Ladysmith last night, and the ambu- 
lance at dawn this morning. 

The want of success of the column 
was due to misfortune of the mules 
stampeding and the consequent loss 
of the guns and small arm ammuni- 
tion reserve. 

The official list of casualties and 
prisoners wil] be reported shortly. The 
latter are understood to have been 
sent by rail to -Pretorita. 

The security of Ladysmith is in no 
way affected.

The gloom caused by the British disas- 
ter at Ladvsmith was in a measure re- 
lieved by today’s story giving an account 
of the heroic stand made by the decima- 
tel battalions until their last cartridges 
were gone. The British nerve was mo- 
mentarily shaken by General White’s use 
of the word ‘“‘capitulate”’ in his first tele- 
gram, but now that it is known that the 
Gloucesters and the Fusiliers fought 
against overwhelming odds and upheld 
the best traditions of the British army, 
the tension has been relieved, since there 
is no longer ground to dread that the 
loss of life and men was accompanied by 
dishonof. 

The details today show the catastrophe 
in a brighter aspect. The full battalions 
were not engaged and therefore the list 
of prisoners is materially reduced, whiie 
the diseaster now appears to have been 
not so much the consequence of defects 
in the plan of action as to a misfortune 


whereby the column was deprived of its | 


ammunition. Still, it seems incompre- 
hensible why the plight of the luckless 
column was not known at headquarters 
as the seene of the surrender was only 
about three miles northwest of Lady- 
smith, and Lieutenant Colonel Charlton 
must have expected relief to reach him, 
or instead of attempting to occupy a de- 
fersive position, he would have retraced 
his steps to Ladysmith when he suffered 
the loss of his ammunition. 

Apart from General White’s statement 
that the losses are very numerous, there 
is nothing to indicate the extent of them 
except a vague report to the effect that 
the soldier who brought the news io 
Ladysmith said the Britisn dead and 
wounded were lying in heaps, and that 
hundreds needed doctors. This, however, 
is hardly borne out by the long list of 
captured officers. 

The concluding sentence of General 
White's dispatch relative to the safety of 
Ladysmith was received here with a cer- 
tain reserve, in view of the fact that sim- 
ilar official assurances were given recent- 
ly at Dundee and Glencoe, and there is 
intense anxiety for fu@ner news of the 
reported renewed attack, which is not 
mentioned in the official dispatches. The 
calamity has served to show the British 
who are their friends. The papers com- 
ment on the splendid reserve of patriot- 
ism existing in the faraway colonies and 
the deep-seated feeling and sympathy of 
the great kindred nation across the At- 
lanta. 

The Standard sums up the feeling of 
the nation, saying: 

“From the United States and our col- 
oni2s alone we hear the voice of friendly 
sorrow and encouragement. But that 
suffices. All others are welcome to con- 
gratvlate themselves over the misfortunes 
ef Great Britain.’’

P#.PERS CRITICISE GEN. WHITE. 


Declare Troops Were Sent Into Ac- 
tion Gagged and Blindfolded. 

London, November 2.—The Morning 
Post, comments severely upon the British 
contempt for the enemy, as shown by 
the belief that the large Boer forces 
at Acton Homes could be held back by 
Carleton’s small colkxwmn. It points out 
that even if the British there had been 
supplied with ammunition, they could 
have held out only a few hours longer, 
inasmuch as they were in the most com- 
Plete sense detached. and because no- 
body apparently at Ladysmith had any 
idea of their distress or took any meas- 
ures to rescue them. 

“The column was sacrified,”’ says The 
Morning Post, ‘‘because it was sent into 
action gagged and blindfolded. It had 
neither scout nor patrol. Twelve hun- 
dred men were thrown away for lack of 
cavalry which would not have been miss- 
ed from another part of the field.”’ 

The Standard, which comments in sim- 
ilar terms upon “the fact that General 
White made no effort to extricate the 
column from the impossiie situation 
into which he had thrust it,’’ draws a 
sad picture of the men, ‘‘hoping for re- 
lief and then realizing with bitterness 
of heart that some one had blundered; 
that they had ‘been forgotten by their 
general and his staff, and that nothing 
was left but surrender and imprisonment 
at Pretoria until the end of the war.’’ 

The Daily Chronicle says: “It is evi- 
dent that somebody blundered, but more 
details are required before the blame 
can be apportioned. 

The Times says: “The dangers of Sir 
Gecrge White's plans are patent even to

Berlin, November 1.—The Neuste Nach- 
richten in the course of an article evi- 
dently inspired says: 

“Germany has no intention of playing 
into the hands of France by interfering 
in the Transvaal. She intends to pursue 
a course of absolute neutrality.’’

Mrs. L. M. Blount died at the residence 
of her son, John T. Blount, 117 Capitol 
avenue, at 11:50 p. m. Tuesday night, Oc- 

tober 31st. 

Mrs. Blount, in many respects, was 
a remarkable woman, and would have 
been eighty-two years old on her next 
birthday, having been born in Putnam 
county, Georgia, on August 9, 1818. She 
was the mother of twelve children, and 
in the days of 1861, when the patriotism 
of southern women was put to the se- 
verest test, she gave her husband and 
three brave boys to the cause we all 
held dear. All of her boys were officers 
in the confederate army, her eldest son, 


James G. Blount, being colonel of ar- 
tillery; John T. Blount, first lieutenant 


'of infantry, and George W. Blount was

Mindanao is almost equal in area 
to Luzon, being one of the two great 
islands of the Philippines. The Moha'n- 
medans there number 150,000 and Spain 
has maintained little more than nominal 
sovereignty. 

Thirty of these chiefs held a confer- 
ence with Mr. Engelskjon at Zambodnga 
and drew up a form of treaty proposing 
terms! of peace. They have suffered 
greatly from the inroads of the Morros 
and offer to submit to the authority cf 
the United States on the sole condition 
that sufficient American 
established In the island to protect them.

Hughes Declares Island of Negros Is 
in Peaceful Condition. 


Manila, November 1.—4:36 p. m.—General 
Hughes, commanding in the Visayan 
district. has sent in an encouraging re- 
port. He says the fsland of Negros is now 
more peaceful and orderly than for twen- 
ty vears. The planters are pursuing their 
business tndisturhed by the bands of 
brigands who had long levied tribute 
on them. The Americans have scattered 
the brigands and propose to pursue them 
until they are effectually suppressed. 

General Young’s column entered Ca- 
banatuan, north of San Isidro, yesterday 
morning. 

Colonel Parker, with two troops of the 
Fourth cavalry, took possession of the 
aeserted town of Aliaga. Captain Bat- 
son captured a telegraph operator and 
his escort, finding a telegram to Agui- 
nakio from an insurgent colonel, report- 
ing that General Lawton was killed in 
a recent fight and that his body had 
been sent to Manila. The operator added 
that 600 insurgents were approaching 
Aliaga from Tarlac. Batson placed his 
scouts in ambush to await them. 

Colonel Hayes, with four troops of the 
Fourth cavalry, charged the towns of 
Talavora and Cobal, dispersing 1 in- 
surgents and pursuing them for three 
miles without any loss. They captured 
two brass cannon ang a quantity of am- 
munition, including | many Hotchkiss 
shells.. Captain Batsok took a storehouse 
and quantities of rice, sugar, corn and 
forty bull carts. 

The British steamer Lebuan, from Hong 
Kong, 500 tons, with a prize crew from 
the United States gunboat Castine on 
board, has arrived here., She was cap- 
tured while running the blockade of Zam- 
boanga. She had unloaded her cargo 
of merchandise. 

All signs show that General Young's 
rapid advance is demoralizing the insurg- 
ents northward. 

Prisoners report them to be fleeing 
to the hills. There are many deserters 
and sick men, and the former are tak- 
ing their arms to the Americans. The 
cavalry’s rapid movements are a puzzle 
to the insurgents. who think that the 
Americans, in striking so Many places, 
must have overwhelming forces.

When asked if the report would touch 
upon the so-called Sulu’ ‘treaty (the ar- 
rangement tetween General Bates and 
the sultan of Sulu) Professor Schurman 
replied in the negative. 

‘That was purely a military arrange- 
ment,’’ he said, “with which the commis- 
sion had nothing to do.”’ 

Secretary Hay and Secretary Root were 
present at the conference. 

The significant feature of this morn- 
ing’s conference was the revelation that 
the commission is absolutely unanimous 
in its view respecting the proper line of 
treatment of the islands.

The question of making an appropria- 
tion for the Georgia Industrial Home 


came up this morning when the session | 
convened at 10 o’clock. Just before the | 


session was called to order Rev. W. E. 
Mumford, president of the home, had the 
children of the institution in the hall 
and they were introduced to the mem- 
bers. 

The question was laid on the table tem- 
porarily and it may be that it will be re- 
ferred to a committee for a report. There 
was some difference of opinion in regard 
to making an ‘.ppropriation. Some were 
in favor of giving the home $1,000, while 
others were opposed to it. 

This afternoon no session of the lodge 
was held, all of the committees being 
busy making up the reports which will 
be received tonight and tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The most important question to be de- 
cided is that of establishing a Masonic 
home for old Masons and for those who 
are unable to work. The finance com- 


mittee will make a report on this matter.: 


It is the opinion of many of the Masons 
that this question ‘will be passed on fa- 
vorably, as the majority of the grand 
lodge favor it. It was brought up at the 
meeting last year, but was carried over 
until the present session. The report of 
the finance committee will be rendered 
tomorrow morning and then the question 
will be discussed. 

Some time ago the Soldiers’ Home of 
Atlanta was offered to the grand lodge 
tor a Masonic home, provided they would 
care for a certain number of Confederate 
Veterans. The grand lodge refused the 
offer at the time, but it is thought that 
they would consider it at the present 
time. 

Over 600 delezgates are in attendance 
upon the: convention. It is the largest 
convention that has ever assembled in 
Macon and is composed of the most repre- 
sentative men in the state. The citizens 
of Macon are oding everything to make 
the stay of the visitors pleasant. 

The convention will make an effort to 
complete the opusiness by tomorrow 
afternoon, but indications at present do 
not make an adjournment likely. It is 
probable that a night session will have to 
b eheld tomorrow night in order to com- 
plete the work and it is possible that a 
mieeting will have to be held on Friday . 

About fifty of the delegates secured 
leave of absence tcday and left for their 
homes. The Masons are all elated over 
the reports from the different lodges 
throughout the state, al] of which show 
that the order is in the best possible 
cendition. 

The selection of Captain W. A. Davis 
as grand inaster wil] be a matter of 
felicitation upon the part of his many 
friends in Macon and throughout the 
state who are not members of the order 
4s well as a part of those who are. It is 
the general testimony of his fellow Ma- 
sons that he has been remarkably effi- 
cent in the discharge of his duties as 
grand master.

Historical Old Homestead Will Prob- 
ably Be Torn Down by Owner. 


PRICE WAS OVER $175 FRONT FOOT

The Lawshe home, one of the oldest 
homesteads in the city, on Peachtree, 
between Cain and Harris streets, was 
sold yesterday afternoon at public out- 
ery by A. J. West & Co., and the price 
realized was $17,000 cash. 

As the lot fronts ninety-five feet on 
Peachtree and runs back 180 feet, the 
price per front foot was a little over $177.

The property was bid in by Judge J. 
K. Hines, but he failed to say for whom 
he had bought the property. There was 
no immediate necessity for his doing this, 
the papers are not to be drawn up 
until today. Just after the sale, Judge 
Hines left the city for his country home, 
and last night Colonel West stated he was 
still in ignorance as tow hom the judge 
represented at the sale. 

The sale occurred at 3 
afternoon and under an order of the 
exécutor of Er Lawshe’s estate. A large 
crowd was in attendance, many of whom 
took part in the spirited bidding. Among 
those gathered in front of the historical 
old Atlanta home to see it sold to mod- 
ern capitalists were Mr. H. T. Inman, 
Mr. George Parrott, Mr, E. P. Black.

ecasion Was pening of Long Dis- 
tance Telephone Lines, 


FORMAL TEST PROVED SOCCESSFUL 


Atlantians Talked with Friends in 
Many of the Principal Cities of 
the Country, Last Night 
at the Kimball 
House. 


“It is a great pleasure to hear your 
yoice again in Atlanta,’” said Colonel R. 
J. Lowry last night to President McKin- 
ley, and the chief executive replied that 
he was glad to hear from Atlanta and 
congratulated the country on getting 
closer together. 

The occasion was the formal opening 
of the long distance lines of the Ameri- 
ean Telephone and Telegraph Company 
in connection with the Southern’ Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company con- 
necting Atlanta with the principal cities 
of the north and east. It was the second 
time since his inauguration that the 
voice of the president had been heard in 
the city, and for nearly half an hour he 
and Colonel Lowry held an animated 
conversation over the wires. 


President McKinley sat comfortably in 


his room at the white house in Wash- 
ington, while Colonel Lowry occupied a 
chair in one of the telephone booths in 
the ballroom at the Kimball house, sur- 
rounded by a large party of Atlantians. 
At 9 o’clock last night the chief op- 
erator at Washington was instructed to 
call up the president, who readily an- 
swered the *phone. He was warmly 
complimented by Captain Lowry on his 
speech delivered at Richmond some days 
ago, and President McKinley's reply was 
one of congratulation upon the establish- 
ment of an instantaneous connection be- 
tween the north and south. 
“Mr. President,’’ said Captain Lowry, 
‘it affords me great pleasure to greet 
you by telephone, and representing Gov- 
ernor Candler, I desire to say that it is 
a great pleasure to hear your voice in 
Atlanta again. I wish to say further 
that we appreciate very highly the pa- 
triotic sentiments expressed in your 
speech in Richmond at the launching of 
.the Shubrick.’’ 
+ “I am indeed glad to hear from At- 
! Janta,” replied the president, ‘‘and I con- 
gratulate the country on getting closer 
together. This long distance telephone 
is one of the factors by which the entire 
country is brought into instant commuvu- 
nication and the pleasure of talking with 
Atlanta is one that I highly appreciate.”’ 
The president said further that he was 
duly appreciative of the favorable com- 
ments on his speech at Richmond. 
Colonel Lowry said that he was then 
standing in the same room in the Kim- 
ball house where a banquet had been 
served in honor of the president during 
his visit to Atlanta.

Neill’s circular of October llth corre- 
sponds with the official records, I have 
to inform you that the tabie is made up 
in such a way that no sort of correspon- 
dence can be estabiished. Not only does 
it fail to mention the particular stations 
of the weather bureau upon whose re- 
ports it is based, but it even leaves in 
doubt the question as to the particular 
group in which certain states are in- 
cluded. Various combinations of stations 
have been made with a view to reach the 
Same results as those given in the table, 
but entirely without success. The table 
is not consistent with the” weather bu- 
reau’s methods of determining totals and 
averages, and the manner in which the 
figures were arrived at 1 cannot deter- 
mine. ¢ 

“Before proceeling, however, to give 
you the official records, | wish to make 
one or two comments upon the table as it 
stands. Notwithstanding that the circu- 
lar is professediy dealing with the months 
of August and September, the rainfail 
table INCLUDES ALSO THE LAST 
WEEK IN JULY. It is in that way, and 
in that way only, that the rainfall in the 
Atlantic and gulf states is made to ap- 
pear greater in 1899 than jin 1897. 

*“‘Make the .able begin with the first 
week in August instead of the last week 
in July, and the rainfall will be shown to 
be 6.88 inches in 1599, against 7.23 inches 
in 1897 in the Atlantic group, and 3.86 
inches in 1899, against 4.46 inches jin 1897

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Mr. George W. Truitt on the Cotton 
Situation. 

Editor Constitution—September 20th I con- 
tributed an articlé to your excellent paper in 
review of the canditions of the cotton crop 
up to.that period, and reiterated my belief 
in a small yield for this year. I stated briefly 
the most prominent facts that existed then 


and laid particular stress on the influences - 


which had prevailed throughout the growing 
period. No statistician, however clever in his 
calculations 4n the past, could rely upon hy- 
pothesis gathered from the causes and effects 
of conditions in previous years as an abso- 
lute conclusion for this. The weather's fickle 
foibles have revealed that no crop, to be suc- 
cessful, ever before demanded a more careful, 
thorough preparation of lands in the begin- 
ning, cr a@ greater devotion of labor in its 
cultivation. .What farmer, however long his 
experience, has ever before contended with 
such adversities as befell him in his initia- 
tive progress? The earth had soaked like a 
sponge the rains that fell incessantly for six 
months and frozen clods fell behind every 
plowshare that began in time to prepare. 

Time rushed on, but the severity of the ele- 
ments was not mollified until after the plant- 
er had dropped his seed, not into the soft, 
loamy soil usually thought necessary, but into 
wet, cloddy ground rendered lifeless with cold. 
The seed planted were the most miserable in 
quality ever trusted. They, like the lint from 
which they had been separated, had developed 
in the dampness of rains under the shadow 
of lowering clouds, deprived of the light 
and warmth of sunshine, so essential to their 
proper development. 

These results of nature’s disfavor,  to- 
gether with the financial embarrassment of 
the farmers, the exhausted supply of stock, 
poor tools and implements, inability to buy or 
haul fertilizers, lack of means to hire labor 
when needed—all so portended disappointment 
to the producer, but are unobserved by the 
crop profit of foreign spinners. These facts 
that existed in the beginning must be consider- 
ed before an intelligent valuation can be placed 
upon the deterioration of the drought that fol- 
lowed or the possible benefits of subsequent 
rains, One year the crop requires more rain 
than another for obvious*reasons to the practi- 
cal farmer. Just to calculate that the raia- 
fall this year equals that of a year when the 
harvest was plentiful does not warrant that 
these rainfalls have had the same effect upon 
this crop, nor does it argue that the effect 
will even be favorable. The uniformity of sea- 
sons is the test of their utility. Sharp, radical 
changes in weather conditions, from one ex- 
treme to another, will blast and ruin any crop. 
As the year begins, so must its influences be 
throughout the year until the harvest is over. 
Never before have extremes, more nearly equal- 
ly matched in opposite intensity, spent their 
blighting duration upon a crop which has never 
at any stage been healthy. 

No one doubts the disastrous effect of ihe 
recent drought, the enormity of its havoc, its 
vast, general, searching prevalence throughout 
the cotton belt. The rains which followed feil 
too late to save premature bolls from burst- 
ing and far too late to enable the plant to 
grow eny more and produce a top crop. 

Much ado has been made about the little 
showers that have fallen since the first of 
August and their benefits have been nearly a3 
greatly exaggerated as the actual amount that 
fell. Indeed, the hyperbole has been stretched 
to the extent of claims of an equal amount 
of rainfall during these months to the same 
period in 1897. 

The United States department of agriculture, 
division of statistics, furnishes the following 
interesting statement: ‘‘Beginning with the 
first week in August, the rainfall is shown 
to be 6.88 inches in 1899, against 7.23 inches in 
1897 in the Atlantic group, and 3.86 inches in 
1899, against 4.46 inches in 1897 in the gulf 
group, while the diminution in Texas will be- 
come very much greater, the rainfall in that 
state during the period under consideration be- 
ing only 1.97 inches in 1899, against 4.49 
inches in 1897."’ 

Arising from such a source, these figures 
speak with authority. Furthermore coming at 
the time they did the effect of these showers 
upon the crop was too quickly expended and 
foo transient to be of material benefit. The 
weather conditions have not changed by judg- 
ment concerning the crop condition and pros- 
pects of two. months ago, and I still main- 
tain that my estimate then was fair and con- 
servative and subsequent developments oniy 
strengthen my opinion. 

Unerringly each day the index finger of re- 
ceipts points plainly to a large shortage. 
This is not due to unfavorable weather for 
gathering or any other impediment to market- 
ing. On the contrary, everything has been 
favorable to heavy receipts. The obligations 
of the planters have been unusually weighty 
and pressirg. Notes for fertilizers have fallen 
due and every pressure has been brought to 
bear upon them to place their products on the 
market for the liquidation of their iacreased 
indebtedness. The reasons have been urgent, 
the price inviting, the advantages propitious 
for early and rapid marketing. The shortness 
of the yield alone has occasioned this decrease 
in the receipts. To assign as a reason for 
this great slump in the receipts a disposition 
on the part of the farmers to hold their cot- 
ton is idle. Too well does the world know 
their inability to hold so bong and so0 great an 
amount, however eager might their desire be 
to do so. Such a claim is that of desperation 
for a sensible reason. 

Again, the scarcity of the seed powerfully 
proclaims the existence of another reason to 
believe in a large shortage.

Advices from all parts of the cotton 
consistent in their 
relation of affairs that doubts as to the con- 
ditions are entertained only by those who will 
not accept the truth. Three weeks ago, which 
is usually the businest time of gathering, al- 
ready had begun active turning of cotton lands 
preparatory to sowing wheat and other small 
grain. In fact, I have never seen a time in 
the south when the idea of grain sowing was 
so prevalent as now. Thousands of acres of 
cotton, still being counted upon by misguided 


spinners to produce a further top crop, have | 
been plowed, harrowed and prepared for the | 


reception of grain seed. This preparation con- 
tinues and even now in many sections broai 
acres of tender green supplant the long since 
devastated fields of cctton. 

These newly gathered facts concerning the 
present crop prospects make me more san- 
guine than ever that my earlier estimate is a 
correct one. The shortage will soon come to 
the deluded spinners of this and foreign lands 
and I predict at an early date an advance in 
price consistent with the production and in 
conformity to the rule of supplg-ana aemar:j,

While General Oglethorpe, in full con- 
sciousness of impending dangers, was 
earnestly hastening the completion of the 
southern fortifications, an event trans- 
pired which, but for an ever-watchful 
providence, would have summarily ended 
his most valuable career.

Oglethorpe ever have need for their mil- 
itary services. The convention was, in 
many respects a remarkable one, and 
when we remember that it was princi- 
pally brought about through Tomo-Chi- 
Chi's intervention, we cannot but marvel 
at the unbounded influence which that 
venerable mico, bowed down with years, 
and incapacitated for active efforts, still 
exercised among the Georgia Indinas.. 

In consequence of the phenomenal hard- 
ships, incident to the before mentioned 
journey, the founder was, upon arriving 
at Fort Augusta on his return toward 
Savannah, there prostrated by a severe 
fever. Thaugh blessed with an iron con- 
stitution, and capable of a greater phys- 
ical strain than many of his juniors, the 
fact cannot be overlooked that his fif- 
tieth birthday had been passed when he 
ventured to take these dangerous liberties 
with his wonderful system. In the cause 
of his sovereign, as of his cheerished col- 
ony, utterly oblivious of self, he risked 
all for the common good; and in his désire 
to take advantage of what he regarded 
as a God-given opportunity, he weil nigh 
sacrificed his life upon the altar of patri- 
otic devotion. For several weeks did 
iliness detain General Oglethorpe at that 
flourishing post, which, he was pleased 
to find was already such a popular busi- 
ness center for Indians and traders. This 
was his first and only visit to Augusta; 
and in the early record of that historic 
town the interesting fact is proudly 
treasured. 

Returning to Savannah in October, 1739, 
General Oglethorpe there ascertained that 
the welcome rupture had at length super- 
vened, and that a state of war now sub. 
sisted between Spain and the mother 
country. 

About the same time, the sorrowful 
tidings that the aged Tomo-Chi-Chi, mico 
of the Yamacraws, had breathed hig last 
were regretfully received. For all loved 
and revered this noble Indian who had, 
from the very first, consecrated his ener- 
gy toward the success of the settlement, 
and who, next to the founders, was the 
sincerest friend the colony had ever 
known. Far past ninety when he ex- 
pired, he retained his unusual faculties 
to the end; and as his great soul winged 
its majestic flight to the Happy Hunt- 
ing Grounds, his dying thoughts were 
instinct with unalterable affection for 
Georgia and the princely Oglethorpe.

pensers To Sell Until June. 


Columbia, S. C., November 1.—(Special.) 
It seems that the action of the state 
board of contro] in allowing the beer dis- 
pensers to keep open till next June was 
just in time to save breaking the law. 
According to the decision of the attorney 
general the dispensers could not be law- 
fui*y. made to close on November Ist, as 
first ordered, 

The attorney general, writing to Mr. J. 
J. Williams, member of the board, says: 

““I bee to call your attention to section 
8 of the dispensary law, where, among 
other things, it is provided that ‘every ap- 
pointment (of county dispensers) so made 
shall specify * * * the length of time in 
which the same shall be in foree, which 
in no ease shall exceed twelve months.’ 
I remind you also that the bonds of these 
dispensers run for twelve months and 
therein indicate that it is the intention of 
the law that the: dispenser should be 
elected to offlee for twelve months, 
less at the same time fil.'l- 
less at the time of the election or ap- 
pointment it is specifically provided that 
their term should be of shorter duration. 
Further, I am clearly of the opinion that 
you cannot do by indirection what you 
have no power to do directly, as has evi- 
denly been attempted in the resolution 
quoted. The law provides that county 
dispensers shall be elected by the county 
boards of control and that the appoint- 
ments ‘may be revoked upon sufficient 
showing by order of the county board of 
control.’ There ts nowhere in the act 
power given the state board of control to 
remove county dispensers, and your board 
has no right, under the power and au- 
thority given you in the act, to make any 
rules and regulations by which the act 
as above quoted can be amended or made 
of none effect. 

“This office has already ruled that there 
can be no such office under the law as 
beer privilege dispensers, using the term 
in the sense in which it was understood 
before the ruling was made. I have held 
that a beer dispenser is a county dispen- 
ser and that the sale of beer exclusively 
by such officer can be provided for by 
your body in its rules and regulations, 
irasmuch as it is left to you and the 
commissioner to supply county dispensers 
such liquors as in your opinion are best.

Willingham Measure Set for Third 
Reading Next Tuesday, 


THE MEETING LAST EVENING 


Temperance Folk Will Make a Hard 
Fight for Bill's Passage, 


ABLE ADDRESS BY DUPONT GUERRY 


Macon Man Delivered a Convincing 
Appeal Last Night to a Large 
Number of Legislators on 
Hand at Prohibition 
Meeting. 


The prohibitionists ef Georgia are to 
center all the forces at their command 
before the legislature next Tuesday, when 
the Willingham bill is to be put on its 
passage. The temperance measure, which 
prohibits the manufacture, sale cr kKeep- 
ing for sale in the state any intoxicating 
liquors, has received the favorable recom. 
mendation of the committee to which it 
was referred at the last session, 

The bill was reported back to the house 
at the session vesterday, and at the re- 
quest of its author, Mr. Willingham, of 
Monroe, it was set as the special order 
for next Tuesday morning at 10 o’ciock. 

The prohibitionists of the state have 
been called on to be in Atlanta when the 
measure is taken up for the third reading 
and exert their influence with the mem- 
bers for its passage. 

There is strong indication at present 
that in the house at least the Willing- 
ham bill will receive a safe majority, and 
go to the senate favorably acted on. 
The following is the preamble of the 
prohibition measure which has been in- 
dorsed by the temperance committee of 
the house: 

To be entitled an act to prohibit the manu- 
ture, sale, keeping for sale, the giving away 
or furnishing to induce trade or for any 
other valuable consideration, except physi- 
cians furnishing to patients under treatment 
by them, or the furnishing at any public place, 
of intoxicating liquors, fermented or distilled 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of this 
act; to provide for certain evidence for such 
violations; to confer upon municipal corpora- 
tions jurisdiction to punish offenses created 
bythis act and for other purposes 

Sessior. at Capitol Last Night. 


The session of the Georgia Prohibition 
Associaticn at ths capitol last evening 
was lurgely attended, and there were 
present in the audience many of the most 
prominent figures of the house and senate. 

The meeting in the legislative hall was 
called to order last night by President 
Pringle. Prayer was offered up by Dr. 
Lovejoy, after which the president an- 
noun-ed that there was some unfinished 
business to be brought before the con- 
vention. 

The following resclution, introduced by 
Rev. Hughes, was passed: 

Whereas, The plan of gospel temperance or 
organized temperance work in our churches as 
recommended by Rev. L. L. Abbott has been 
productive of much good, resolved that we 
recommend its continuance. 

After this resolution was passed, Pres- 
ident Pringle introduced Hon. Dupont 
Guerry, who spoke in part as follows: 


Mr. Guerry’s Speech. 


There are a number of reasons for prohibi- 
tion, and the first of these is the question 
of morality. No one will deny that prohibition 
is moral and conducive to good morals in a 
State, but there are many who will take the 
position that morality cannot and should not 
be legislated into men. That is wrong. Every 
law passed in the legislature that constrains 
& man from doing wrong makes that man more 
moral. While it is true that it is not the 
Providence of the law to make men moral, it 
is absurd to say that law does not and should 
not make men more moral. 

Another reason for prohibition is humanity. 
I shall not go into the details to show how 
prohibition protects humanity, for all of us who 
have reason or who ever reads know that evil 
is against humanity, and I say the liquor 
traffic is the most supreme of all evils. 

There are some more particular points to- 
night, and the first I want to discuss is polit- 
ileal purification. If we have no right to inter- 
fer with morality or humanity, we certainly 


_40 have the right to try to purify the gov- 


ernment.

Georgia Probibition Association Held 
Annual Convention Yesterday. 


INDORSED WILLINGHAM BILL 


Pledged Themselves To Work for Its 
Passage Tuesday. 


REGULAR OFFICERS WERE ELECTED 


Dr. Landrum Made an Address. 
Will Have a Paper of Its Own, 
Said the Association. 


The Georgia Prohibition Association 
held its annual convention in the First 
Baptist church yesterday, Colonel C. R. 
Pringle presiding. 

There was a good attendance at the 
meeting, many of the most prominent 
men in the state taking an active part 
in the proceedings, among whom are: 
Dr. W. W. Landrum. Dr. McGehee, Dr. 
C. P. Williamson, Colonel W. B. Stubbs, 
of Savannah; Rev. M. J. Cofer, Dr. Hill- 
ser, Dr. Lovejoy, Colonel Sibley, Dr. 
Wardsworth, Colonel W. P. Price, Dah- 
lonega; Dr. Quillian, Dr, Belk, Hon. Du- 
pont Guerry and Rev. A. J. Hughes. 

The meeting opened with prayer by 
Rey. W. F. Robison, after which Rev. C. 
P. Williamson delivered the welcome ad- 
dress. Colonel W. B. Stubbs, of Sa- 
vannah, replied to this address. after 
which President Pringle delivered hig an- 
nual address, in which he referred to the 
general phases of the work as accom- 
plished heretofore. He spoke of the mode 
of electing officers and 
changes. He said that it was the pur- 
pose of the association to work within 
old party lines and not to try to start a 
new party. It is in politics, though, be- 
cause the liquor traffic is. The speech 
was well received. 

Dr, Landrum made an address in which 
he discussed the whisky question at some 
length. During his talk he asked the 
members several questions, and they fe- 
sponded in such a hearty manner that the 
meeting was turned into an experience 
meeting. 


Willingham [Bill Indorsed. 


A resolution was introduced indorsing 
the Willingham bill, now before the mem- 
bers of the legislature, which will come 
up next Tuesday for vote. Many of those 
present said they would attend the ses- 
sion that day and do all in their power to 
have this bill passed. 

Dr. Broughton then introduced a reso- 
lution favoring the restriction of the 
negro ballot. This resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee on resolutions, 
and there it was lost, never again appear- 
ing before the convention. After this the 
convention took a recess for lunch. 


The Afternoon Session. 


The convention was again in session 
at 3 o'clock. The superintendent, Rev. 
A. J. Hughes, made a report on his work 
for the year in which he stated that a 
great deal of work had been done with 
little money. 

A letter from Mrs. W. C. Sibley, of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union, 
was read by Mrs. McClendon, in which it 
was stated that the church must go to 
work in earnest on this question before 
much could be hoped for. Mrs. McLen. 
don also reported for the Womans Christ- 
tian Temperance Union, as did Colonel 
EF. J. Sibley for the Good Templars. Hon.

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ROADS WILL LEASE 
F STATE BUILDS 


Or They Will Build Station ‘if 
Stale Does Not. 


OFFER TQ PAY FIVE PER CENT 


State Can Make Money by Owning 
the Depot 


MCDANIEL PLANS ARE PREFERRED 


They Provide for Elevated Tracks. 
No Streets To Be Closed. 
The Cost Will Be 
Not Less Than 
$750,000. 


Now it is with the state to say whether 
Atlanta is to have a new union passenger 
station. 

The roads submitted two propositions 
yesterday in writing. 

One was for the state to build a new 
station and the roads to lease, or the 
rda@s would build if the state would 
agree to extend the lease on the station 
or would buy it at the end of twenty 
years. 

The best proposition for the state is the 
one proposing that it shall build and the 
roads lease. ' 

The roads agree to pay 5 per cent a 
year on the cost of the building and to 
turn it over at the end of twenty years in 
as good condition as it was when built, 
ordinary wear and tear excepted. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, submit- 
ted the second proposition yesterday at a 
hearing before the state railroad commis- 
sion. He stated that there was a confer- 
ence last week in New York and another 
yesterday morning and all the roads had 
signed the agreement. 

At yesterday’s hearing there were pres- 
ent besides Commissioners Crenshaw and 
Atkinson, Vice President Egan, of the 
Central, and Colonel] A. R. Lawton, gen- 
eral counsel; President Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point; General Manager 
Scott, of the Georgia; Mr. Thompson, of 
the Southern; Mr. Harman, of the West- 
ern and Atlantic; Mr. Payne, counsel for 
that company; Attorney General J. M. 
Terrell, Messrs. E. T. Brown, Morris 
Brandon and B. B. Bower, of the special 
legislative commission. 

After Major Thomas read his statement, 
the legislative commission asked for time 
to study it. An appointment: was made for 
the railway officials to meet with the leg- 
islative commission next Wednesday at 
the capitol. 

The prevailing opinion yesterday was 
that the state ought to build the station. 
If the station and all improvements cost 
| $600,000, the roads would pay $30,000 a year 
| rental. In twenty years or at the expira- 
| tlon of the present lease of the Western 
and Atlantic, the state would.get back 
the $600,000 invested and would have a 
station worth $480,000, estimating the de- 
preciation at 1 per cent a year.

The roads have decided to use the Mc- | 


Daniel-Adler-Corthell plans if they build. 
These are the plans already described in 
The Constitution. They call for the eleva- 
tion of the tracks with Whitehall, Pryor 
and Loyd open, pedestrians and vehicles 
passing under the tracks and no street to 
be depressed more than two feet. 

The roads say they may want a trans- 
fer track on the present grade for the 
movement of freight trains through the 
city. 

Major Thomas stated that a station 
built according to the McDaniel plans 
with the approaches and improvements 
would cost anywhere from _ $750,000 to 
$1,000,000. Material has advanced so much 
this year that work which could have 
been done for $600,000 a few months ago 
would probably cost $750,000 now. 

The propositions of the roads as read 
by Major Thomas were as follows:

“If the state of Georgia will agree on or be- 
fore January 1 next, to build and complete 
within the calendar yvear 190, a suitable sta- 
tion at Atlanta on substantially the site of 
the present union station which will be ade- 
quate for the acconimodation of the passenger 
traffic of the city of Atlanta during the next 
twenty years, upon plans and specifications 
to be agreed upon between the properly con- 
stituted representatives of the state on the one 
hand, and the various railroad companies which 


would use such station as hereinafter provided 
on the other hand, and lease the same to the 
present lessee of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
read upon the terms h>?reinafter stated, then

If the plans for the said proposed sta- 
tion shall require the acquisition by purchase 
or by lease by the state of Georgia, then it is 
understood that the rental to be paid to the 
state shall be increased by the amount of 
interest upon a four per cent basis, upon the 
cost or the rental value of such additional 
property. 
TERM. 

‘The term of this lease shall be for a period 
to begin with the completion of such new 
parsenger station and the delivery therecf un- 
der the lease, and to expire on the date of the 
piration of the present lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, interest on cost during con- 
struction to be equitably adjusted. The lessee 
will covenant in the lease that on the date of 
such expiration, it will return to the state 
the said new station in the same condition as 
it was when received from the state, ordinary 
wear anid tear excepted. 

‘‘In the event that such a lease is executed. 
then the subscribers hereto agre that the rail- 
road companies other than the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad shall use and oc- 
cupy such new passenger station and its facili- 
ties jointly with the lessee of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad during the whole term of the 
lease so to be executed, so as to make the 
said new station, sa far as the use thereof is 
concerned, in effect a union passenger station, 
at and from which all passenger trains of the 
subscribers hereto shall arrive and depart. 

“The terms of such agreement, so far as com- 
pensation is concerned, shall be that each rail- 
road company using the said union passenger 
station shall pay to the lessee of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad as rent for the use of the 
said station and ‘ts facilities, a sum. in month- 
ly instalments, repc:senting that proportion 
of the entire rental paid by the lessee of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad which will be 
used in the construction and operation of the 
new union passenger station, as the number of 
cars in the pasenger trains of such company 
running in and out of edid station shall bear 
to the entire number of cars in all passenger 
trains running in and out of said station during 
the period for which any instalment of such 
rent may be due. 

‘Such agreement shall furthermore contain 
such reasonable rules and regulations, govern- 
ing the terms and manner of the joint use of 
such property, as are customarily contained in 
similar agreements. 

SHICOND QUESTION. 

“On what candition will the railroad com- 
panies, at thelr own expense, build a union 
passenger station substantially upon the pres- 
ent site, subjett to the right of the state to 
purchase the same on the date of the expira- 
tion of the existing lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad? 

ANSWER. 

‘In the event that the proposition above 
submitted in response to the first question 
is not accepted by the state of Georgia on 
or before January 1, 1900, then the subscribers 
hereto will agree at their own éxpense to 
cause to be erected a union passenger station 
at Atlanta upon substantially the site of the 
present union station, and substantially in 
accordance with the plans prepared by Messrs. 
Adler and Corthell, which have heretofore 
been submitted, upon the following terms and 
conditions, towit:

station or terminal company shall be vested 
by lease with control thereof, and shall, at 
its own expense, acquire by lease or other-

| reports that farmers this fall are storing more 
| wheat upon their own farms than they have 
for several seasons. 

Farmers always believe in higher prices for 
everything they grow, but this fall they have 
been in such extraordinarily good financial 
condition that they have evinced no disposi- 
tion to part with their reserves as present 
values. 

Such a condition of affairs, coming as it does 
from &%n area of the country where wheat is 
the great crop, and where that it about all 
_the farmers rely upon for their living, goes 
to show in my mind very conclusively how 
much better off farmers are today in that re- 
gion than they have ever been before in tha 
history of the country. 

The gathering of the corn crop has this week 
been brought to a standstill by wet weather. 
There is just as much difference in opinion to- 
day as there ever was with regard to the 
final outcome of the crop, but for the life of 
me I cannot see from the evidence that the first 
husking reports have given of disappointment 
in yield, how these great estimates are going 
to stand the test of time. 

That is the great trouble about crop esti- | 
mates. They are literally estimates and noth- 
ing more or less, for there does not exist any | 
final court of adjudication by which their 
correctness can be finally determined. 

The daily receipts, and the movement of the 
crop, are the only actual facts upon which 
we can rely to determine the outcome of a 
crop, be it great or small. 

Farmers are feeding new corn very freely all 
over the corn district, and feeders are paying 
almost grain center prices for new corn.

RETURNS TO SHOW INCREASE 


In Taxable Property in State of 
South Carolina. 


Columbia, 8. C.. November 1.—(Special.) 
Although all the supplementary abstracts 
of the returns of personal property have 
not yet been received at the comptroller 
general's office, only a few as to this 
particular class of property remaining 
outstanding, it is evident that there will 
be an increase in the total taxable prop- 
erty of the state—real, personal and rail- 
road—of- gomething over $3,600,000 as com- 
rared with last year. From the returns 
of personal property received to date a 
handsome increase is shown. This will 
be considerably increased when the miss- 
ing abstracts are received. 

The figures for real and railroad prop- 
erty are complete. It is noteworthy that, 
while there has been an increase over 
last year in real property, the figures 
show a decrease a8 compared with those

NOT LEGAL TO APPLY LASH 


To Prisoners in Tennessee Is the 
Decision of the Supreme Court.:
